H'KR months of litigation, the outcome of 


which was scarcely in doubt from its begin- 


cina, the supreme court of the United Slates has 
ptocod its approval on the farm loan act, ;md 
validated lhc operations of the federal land 
tanks. The attack upon lhc system which duv-
